Sach notice need not be in any particular form 
hut must state the name of the registrant and the name and identity of the person appealing so as to 
show the right of appeal. 


(2) By eigning the “Appeal to Board of Appeal” on the Selective Service Questionnaire (Form 40). 


When an appeal is taken from the classification or reclassification of a registrant and when such appeal is 
upon the ground that the registrant should have been deferred by reason of his occupation, the appeal shall be 
transferred to the board of appeal having jurisdiction over the area in which the registrant is employed, provided 
all of the following conditions are met (but not otherwise): 


(1) The first person to appeal from such classification or reclassification files with his appeal a written 
PI P) 
request for such transfer; 


(2) ‘The written request states in what respect an occupational question is involved; and 


(3) The written request states the name of the registrant’s employer and the street address, county,. and 
State where the registrant is employed. \ 


The person appealing may attach to his notice of appeal or to the Selective Service Questionnaire (Form, 40) 
a statement specifying the respects in which he believes the local board erred, may direct attention to any infor- 
mation in the registrant's file which he believes the local board has failed to consider or give sufficient weight, and 
may set out in full any information which was offered to the local board and which the local board failed or 
refused to include in the registrant’s file. : 


Appeal to the President from classification by the board of appeal may be taken at any time within 10 days 
after the date of mailing of notice to registrant, provided the registrant was classified by the board of appeal in 
either Class I-A, Class I-A-O, or Class IV-E and one or more members of the board of appeal dissented from such 
classification. Otherwise, the decision of the board of appeal is final except when an appeal is taken to the Presi- 
dent either by the State Director of Selective Service or the Director of Selective Service on the ground that he 
deems it to be in the national intercet or necessary to avoid an injustice. ‘

SPECIAL AGENTS 


This position has been designated as a key position by the Review 
Committee of the War Manpower Commission. 

Jhe Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated as the sole 
civilian government investigative agency having jurisdiction over the investiga- 
‘tion of matters pertaining to national defense such as espionage, sabotage, 
registration of agents of foreign principals, sedition, treason, and the like, 
and further, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has sole investigative jurisdic- 
tion in a great nuxber of other Federal statutes which embrace bank robbery, 
kidnaping, extortion, white slave traffic, National Motor Vehicle Theft Act, and 
numerous others. The investigative work in connection with the above violations 
is performed by the Special Agent personnel of this Bureau, who are recruited from 
applicants between the ages of twenty-three and forty. They must be graduates of 
a@ law school or an accounting school with the necessary accounting experience, or 
graduates of a university with extensive investigative experience, or with linguis- 
tic qualifications, or have basic educational training and possess satisfactory 
prior law enforcement experience which will enable them to satisfactorily perform 
the duties imposed upon them. For certain of the scientific investigative work, 
Special Agents are secured who primarily are qualified in the sciences, such as 
ballistics, chemical analysis, spectography, cryptography, mineralogy, metallog- 
raphy, toxicology, and other like sciences. Applicants for appointment to the 
position of Special Agent must meet the physical standards and requirements for 
this position, which are exceedingly high. They must have vision of no less than 
20/40 in one eye, 20/50 uncorrected, both eyes ‘to be corrected to 20/20. ‘They 
must have no color deficiency whatever. 


Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation undergo a rigorous 
training program. All newly appointed Special Agents in the Federal Bureau of 
‘Investigation attend training classes for a period of sixteen weeks; the hours of 
training are from 9:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. daily, which course of study is equivalent 
to two full years of college study. During this period of training, they are 
thoroughly instructed .in the basic rules and regulations and jurisdictions of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. They must satisfactorily pass numerous written 
examinations during their period of training. If a trainee fails to pass any of 
these examinations, he is dropped from the school. 


The duties of a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are 
most arduous. They must be available at a moment's notice to go to any part of 
the United States or-to any assignment outside the United States. The hours of 
duty for these employees are such that they must be in excellent physical health. 
The average work week for a Special Agent ‘of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
is no less than seventy hours. The work of a Special Agent, regardless of hig 
particular qualification, is such that he cannot lead a sedentary or well regulated 
life. Due to the small number of Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investi-. 
gation presently handling the work under the jurisdiction of the: Federal Bureau 
of Investigation within and without the continental United States, it is necessary 
that the entire staff be highly mobile. 


Special Agents are requirea to be able to conduct investigations in 
more than 100 types of cases, including espionage, sabotage, subversive activities, 


‘frauds against the government, kidnaping, extortion, bank robbery, White Slave

Traffic Act, etc. They are trained in and required to maintain constant skill in 
the use of highly technical equipment, technical processes, such as those neces- 
sary for the developuent of latent fingerprints, concealed or obliterated numbers 
upon firearms, to understand the use of code messages, to conduct physical surveil- 
lances of subjects of espionage and similar cases, sometimes for periods of many 
months, and when necessary, to ‘assume a necessary charaqter to enable them to fit 
in an undercover capacity into the activities and operations of groups such as 
foreign agents, who are engaged in thwarting the war effort. 


The arduousness' and importance of the work of Special Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation was readily recognized by the military and naval 
leaders. The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, for the Secretary of the Navy, 
requested Special Agent employees of the Federal Bureau of Investigation to submit 
their resignations from reserve commissions held by them in the naval services 
because it had been determined that those Special Agents could better serve their 
country in their present assignments than if they were to be called -into active 
naval service. The Secretary of War, in 1942, addressed personal communications 
to 168 Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation who at that time 
held reserve commissions in 'the Army. The Secretary of War at that time advised 
the Special Agents that their employment in the FBI is of such vital importance 
to the national defense as to necessitate their remaining at their posts of duty 
despite the fact that they held reserve commissions in the United States Arny, 
and the request was thide that these Agents, through the proper channels, submit 
their resignations from their commissions. 


General Lewis B. Hershey of the Selective Service System pointed out 
in his Directive to all Local Boards of December 29, 1941, that Special Agent 
positions of the FBI were most important and essential to the national health, 
safety, and interests, and that the national defense functions of the FBI shouid 
not ‘be impaired by the removal of trained personnel from critical positions in 
the Bureau. 


The position of Special Agent. has always been considered the most crit- 
ical of all positions in the FBI, since, with the tremendous bulk of work placed 
upon us due to the war emergency, it is essential that a trained qualified staff 
be available for the handling of this work. If the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
cannot continue to retain its personnel in this critical position, aid and comfort 
would most certainly be given to the enemy and others whose interests are inimical 
to the best interests of the country today. Up to the present time the full com- 
plement of Special Agent personnel has not been secured and every effort is being 
made to secure the necessary ‘additional Special Agent personnel. 


I, J. Edgar Hoover, do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I am the Director 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation and that the foregoing statements are true 
to the best of my knowledge and belief.

, investigative agency, having jurisdiction over the investigation of matters pertaining to the na- 
tional defense, that is, espionage, sabotage, registration of agents of foreign principals and the 
‘like. Further, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has sole ‘investigative jurisdiction in a great 
number of other Federal statutes which embrace bank robbery, kidnaping, extortion, white slave traf- 
ficy the National Motor Vehicle ‘Theft Act, and numerous others. ‘he Federal Bureau of Investigation 
has also been designated by Congress as “the agency officially responsible for the tabulation and 
dissemination of police statistics for the entire country. Under an Act of Congress these statis- 
tics are gathered and are distributed to thousands of interested police and affiliated agencies each 
quarter so that trends of crime, crime records, and crime control can be known to those to whom it 

. As of most interest. Further than this, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated as 
the agency having jurisdiction over the classification and maintenance of fingerprint records, not 
only on a national basis, but on an international basis. We have some thirty-one million sets of 
fingerprints on hand today. We are receiving the fingerprint records of all persons enlisted or 
being inducted into the Aruy and enlisted in other military services, Thousands of persons‘in pub- 
lic utility positions are fingerprinted and the prints are retained in our files. Those working 
in national defense industries on many occasions are fingerprinted, their prints béing included in 
our files. Our Government employees’ prints are included. We are receiving thousands of criminal 
fingerprints from all police agencles-in the country daily and it is essential that we immediately 
be able to notify the arresting agency of the criminal record of the,individual because he may be 
-wanted for more serious crimes in other sections of the country and-if he is to be released on a 
mere vagrancy or other charge, he may be set free to continue his depredations on society. This 
Bureau, together with many other foreign countries, participates in the intermational exchange of 
fingerprints. Hundreds of intemational crooks are brought to task yearly through the media of 
this service we have rendered. 


Our Criminology Laboratory handles the scientific examination of evidence in cases inves- 
tigated by the Federal and local law enforcement agencies. A great deal of their work is done in 
the examination of suspected sabotage cases at the present time. The scientists in that Laboratory 
have lectured throughout the country on bombs and explosives ‘so that'local police agencies may be 
adequately prepared to handle any such matters which might arise under their jurisdiction. ‘ 


There are contained in our Files Section the files of hundreds of thousands of individuals 
whose activities are of the greatest importance to the country today. ‘The work of the Files Section 
and the records of that section which have to do not only with the investigation of kidnaping, ex- 
tortion, bank robbery, and like cases but also the investigation of our espionage, sabotage, ‘foreign 
agent cases, and others, are of course accessible to employees working in that unit. It is most 
essential that only the most trusted employees be so assigned. 


B. 5. 


The work of the Federal’Bureau of Investigation is of the utmost importance in the national 
defense. It is essential that thoroughly qualified personnel of ‘the highest integrity and background 
be secured for every position-in the Bureau. Our work is the guarding of the internal security of 
the country, not only in national defense matters, tut in the control of those criminals who previ- 
ously had terrorized the country in waves of bank robbery, kidnaping, extortion, white slavery, auto- 
mobile theft, and numerous other crimes. ‘There -is no doubt whatsoever in the minds of law enforce- 
ment officials that should any group be permitted to have the assurance that their activities were 
deing minimized during the present national emergency, we would have a tremendous country-wide -wave 
of crime in that particular category in a very short period of time. It is, therefore, essential 
that .from a national defense standpoint and from a public security standpoint the Bureau maintain 
its qualified staff at an absolute maximm in order to contime to have control of the criminal ele~ 
ment under its jurisdiction.

- “the Federal Bureau of Qprticstion is primarily a service cy. We serve our 
Tovernment and the public. le t determine the ‘amount of work is going to be referred 
, tous. If there is a crime wave of local or national significance at any time ‘the work of the 
Bureau is increased in comparison. Our identification, laboratory, and crime statistics facili- 
ties reflect very definitely the trends ‘inthe country. We must have available personnel to 

\ properly handle the thousands of fingerprint. records being received by us daily. We are at the 
present time receiving approximately thirty-four thousand sets of prints daily. We must have a 
scientific staff in the laboratory to examine scientific evidence. We mst have an investigative 
force of sufficient size to handle the work being referred to us. We must have a technical and 
supervisory staff of sufficient size to render the service to our investigative, identification, 
laboratory, and statistical staffs so that we may have the benefit of the wealth of information 
in our various files. The work of the Federal Bureau of Investigation has increased so tremen- 
dously that every employee in the Bureau, regardless of his position, is performing a tremendous 
amount of overtime service. Our Special Agent investigators are performing no less than four hours 
a day overtime service. In‘the present emergency wé have found it necessary to curtail leave 
because of inadequate personnel and many of our men have worked over long periods of time without 
having any time off for vacation. 


Dd. 


The additional duties imposed upon ‘the Bureau since the declaration of the national emer- 
gency have made it necessary that our staff be more than doubled. From the information furnished 
under sub-heading B, it will be seen that it is essential to carefully investigate every employee: 
in the Bureau. All of our employees in the performance of their work at one time or the other has 
opportunity to observe and note the content of confidential investigative reports, the publication 
of which would be most detrimental to the national safety. We have had considerable difficulty in 
securing sufficient employees. We find that out of applicants who file application, we are suc= 
cessful in appointing about one out of every one hundred. It, therefore, means that if we lose 
an employee after he is fully investigated and is being given training or has been experienced, we 
must again consider on an average, one hundred persons before he can be replaced. In the accelerated 
program of the Government it is essential that the Federal Bureau of Investigation work at top 
speed to keep abreast of its duties ani investigation of matters pertaining to national defense, 
its regular activities, and its most important and essential identification activities at this tine.

At the present time the Federal Bureau of Investigation is employing additional qualified 
persons as rapidly as they can be found. The assexbled Congress has in the past several months 
passed several bills which will increase even to a greater extent our present volume of work. The 
needs of the service as to employees fluctuate with the periods of stress in the country.

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are given twelve weeks of training 
“which embraces five hundred and thirty-five hours of study. During that period of time they are 
trained not only in investigative techniques and procedures but are qualified ‘in the handling of 
firearms, mechanical devices, and technical devices in use by the Bureau. After entering the 
! rede ea ed after training, their skill, of course, increases with their length of service in 
the field.

Section 9A of Public 252—76th Congress, approved August 2, 1939, one ie known as the “Hatch 
Act,” provides: 

“(1) It shall be unlawful for any person employed in any capacity by any agency of the Federal Government, 
whose compensation, or any part thereof, is paid from funds authorized or appropriated by any Act of ‘Congress, 
to have membership in any political party or organization which advocates the overthrow of our constitutional form 
of government in the United States, 

“(2) Any person violating the provisions of this section shall be immediately removed from the position or office 
held by him, and thereafter no part of the funds appropriated by any Act of Congress for such position or office shall 
be used to pay the compensation of such person;” 


It is provided in various appropriation acts that no part of the funds so appropriated shall be used 
to pay the salary or wages of any person who advocates, or who is a member of an organization that 
advocates, the overthrow of the Government of the United States by force or violence, and that an affi- 
davit shall be considered prima facie evidence that the person making the affidavit does not advocate, 
and is not a member of an organization that advocates, the overthrow of the Government of the United 
States by force or violence. Such acts provide further that any person who advocates, or who is a 
member of an organization that advocates, the overthrow of the Government of the United States by 
-force or violence and accepts employment, the salary or wages for which are paid from any such appro- 
priation, shall be guilty of a felony and, upon conviction, shall be fined not more than $1,000 or imprisoned 
for not more than 1 year, or both, and that the above penalty shall be in addition to, and not in substitu- 
tion for, any other provisions of existing law.

I accept the obligation in connection with my 
assignments to report facts and to testify without bias or display of emo- 
tion, and to consider the information, coming to my knowledge by virtue of 
ny position as a sacred trust, to de used solely for official purposes. To 
the responsibilities entrusted to me of seeking to prevent crime, of finding 
the facts of law violations and of apprehending fugitives and criminals, I 
shall give my loyal and faithful attention and shall always be equally alert 
in striving to acquit tho innocent and to convict the guilty. In the per- 
formance of my duties and assignments, I shall not engage in unlawful and 
unethical practices but shall perform the functions of my office without 
fear, without favor, and without prejudice. At no time shall I disclose to 
an unauthorized person any fact, testimony, or information in any pending 
matter coming to my official knowledge which may be calculated to prejudice 
the minds of existing or prospective judicial bodies either to favor or to 
disfavor any person or issue. While occupying the status of a law enforce- 
mont officer or at any other time subsequent thereto, I shall not seek to 
benefit personally because of my knowledge of any confidential matter which 
has come to my attention.

also a good friend of Mr. SNOW. He stated that Mr, CARMICHAEL always 
considered the applicant a fine gentleman and Mr. SNOW believed 
‘that if Mr. CARMICHAEL feels ‘this way that the applicant is indeed 
"okey", Mr, SNOW stated that Dr. W. P, OTT, who is Head of the Math- 
ematics Department, University of Alabama, feels that the applicant 
has a very fine character and reputation. Mr, SNOW stated that he 
‘has met the applicant's wife and she is quiet, charming. He advised, 
further that ‘he believed applicant to be honest, loyal, trustworthy 
and that -he would ‘indeed make a good Agent for the F.B.I. 


: Mr, HOYT WINSLETT, Agent for the Protective Life In- 
‘surance Company, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, stated that he has known the 
applicant for a long while inasmuch as they have ‘both been members 
of the "Exchange Club", He stated that he believes the applicant 
would meet every requirement for the position of Special Agent, ex 
cept that of legal training. He stated that the applicant is hon- 
est and trustworthy, patriotic, drinks very Little, has a good char- 
acter, is in splendid health and ‘is one an whom a great deal of con- 
fidence can be placed. He advised that he has been to parties at 
‘which the applicant attended and the applicant always meet people 
well and got along fine with them. He stated that he sold the ap~ 
plicant a $5,000 life insurance policy and that the applicant has 
met all his payments promptly, which payments are $30. every three 
months. He advised that he has never heard anything derogatory con- 
eerning his character or reputation; that he is very highly regard- 
‘ed in the community; he is level headed, reliable and would be pretty 
calm in @ critical situation. He stated ‘that the applicant doesn't 
try to take the spotlight, 1s quiet, reserved, but meets people well 


and is well liked by them, He stated, "I ‘think the applicant 
would make a dandy man". He advised that ‘the applicant's wife 
is a fine lady and that everything he has said about the appli- 
cant would apply to his wife, He stated she used to teach in 
Tuscaloosa High School, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 


Mr. A. P. LEE, 2223 8th Street, Tuscaloosa, stated 
that he has know and dealt with the applicant for a period of 
‘approximately eight years and that all his dealings have been _ 
very satisfactory. The applicant rentslis home from Mr. LEE and 
As considered to be a fine tennant and one whom Mr. LEE hates to 
lose. He stated that the applicant doesn't owe any back rent and has 
always paid ‘promptly with the exception of one or two times when the 
applicant asked 4f he could skip a month's rent and make it up. In 
+hose instances Ur. LEE stated that the rent has always been made 
up according to their agreement. He advised that one year while 
the applicant was working on his PHD degree at the University of 
Michigan, he rented the home to somebody else but was happy to have 
him back. He stated that the applicant has a good personality, is 
a hard worker, honest, reliable, patriotic and that everything that 
he has ever heard about him has been in his favor. Mr, LEE has met 
applicant's wife on several occasions and stated that he has always 
found her to be a lovely lady. The applicant pays $30. a month 
rent, 


I. 2. WINSTON, Jr., Black Friedman and Winston Cloth- 
ang Store, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, stated that he and the applicant 
are members of the Tuscaloosa "Exchange Club" and that ‘he has 
knowm the applicant for a good many years. He advised that he is 
a fine fellow, honest, trustworthy, meets people well; doesn't drink, 
has initiative and-is one whom he would hate to see leave Tuscaloosa. 
He stated that as long as he has know the applicant he has never 
heard anything derogatory about his character or morals or those of 
Kis wife. te advised that he believed the applicant has a good deal 
‘of initiative and wotld do a good job at anything he undertook; and, 
further, that the applicant is not backward, is very well liked, mixes 
with others easily; has a fine personality and is at all times a 
gentleman. He stated that the applicant owes him a bill of $30.69 
which is not due until February 31, 1942 and that all his dealings 
with the applicant have been quite satisfactory and that he has al- 
ways paid his obligations promptly. He advised, "I believe he would 
make a crackerjack of an agent!. 


‘DR. A. B. MOORE, Dean of the Graduate School, University 


of Alabama stated that he kmows the applicant from his contacts 
with him while sin graduate school at the University and as an 
instructor there. He advised that the applicant has a fine 
character and that he has never known a person in which he could 
place more confidence. He stated that he is quiet, discreet, 
conscientious, hard working and could keep confidential inform- 
tion. He stated that the applicant gives the impression some~ 
times of being timid but he feels that this is more reserve and 
that the applicant is in reality quite forceful. He states that 
the applicant is trustworthy, intelligent and loyal to the Univer- 
sity. He advised that the applicant and his wife are patriotic 
and ‘he does not believe they could be otherwise inasmuch as they 
doth come from old southern stock. He stated that he has never 
heard anything about the applicant or his wife that could be con- 
‘strued as derogatory to his character or morals. Dr. MOORE said 
‘that he believes if the applicant were given an opportunity to 
work for the F.B.J. he would give that job his best, which probab- 
ly would be very fine inasmuch as he appears to be very intelli- 
gent. He stated that the applicant reads quite a bit and keeps 
himself well informed. He advised the applicant may be motivated 
in his application by the fact that in the future the university 
may have to cut their staff but he believed that even aside from 
this, the applicant is very much interested in such ‘work. Dr. 
MOORE recommended the applicant very highly. 


Dr. J. D. MANCILL, Mathematics Professor, Comer Hall, 
University of Alabama, stated that he knew the applicant when he 
taught in a High School in Washington County with his brother, 
which was about 12 years ago. He stated that he hag been a men- 
ber of the faculty at the University of Alabama since he graduated; 
that he is very bright and religiously reliable. He advised that 
the applicant's wife, BESSIE, is likewise very reliable and has 
taught in Tuscaloosa High School . Dr, MANCILL stated that as long 
as he had known the applicant he had never heard anything that 
‘would ‘in any way reflect on his character and he believes the appli- 
cant is very patriotic; is quiet and reserved but doesn't believe 
him to be backward. He stated that the applicant and his wife 
worked their way through school and that they are quiet, aggressive 
people and states in that respect that applicant has initiative and 
is at the present time doing quite a bit of research, He believes the 
applicant would make a very good agent and one who would not let other 
persons know what he wanted but would nevertheless be able to get 
‘the desired information. He stated that the applicant, to the cas- 
wal acquaintance, might appear backward but that once you know ‘him 


better you ‘realized that he was not timid or backward but was just 
reserved. He stated that the applicant never boasts or brags, 

makes friends easily and is well liked by the students and faculty 
alike. He has an analytical mind and Dr. MANCILL thought would 

do well as an agent for the F.B.I, and that the applicant is in- 
terested in obtaining this position inasmuch as he is after some~ 
‘thing a little better and is striving to improve his position, 

He said that ‘the applicant's wife quit teaching about a year ago and 
‘that although he does not know the exact reason, he believed that it 
may have deen because they wanted to have a child. He stated that 
the applicant is due for a-promotion at ‘the University but that he 
doubts if he will get it for sometime because there are so many 
other Professors ‘and ‘instructors who are ahead of him in the matter 
of priority. He states that he believes the applicant is a bit dis- 
satisfied with his teaching position because his future is so un- 
certain and stated that the applicant has talked to him with refer- 
ence to obtaining a position with the F.B.I. and feels that he 
would like to make it his life work. He stated, however, that he 
believed the applicant has a fine future as a Mathematic Instructor 
if he decided ‘to stick with it. 


DR. FRED A. LEWIS, Mathematics Professor, Morgan 
Hall, University of Alabama, stated that he has known the appli- 
cant for.a period of approximately ten years as a student and as 
an instructor. He advised that the applicant 1s earnest, serious, 
reliable, has an excellent reputation. He stated that he can't 
say ‘that the applicant is too aggressive but that he is not certain 
of this. He stated that the applicant used to be somewhat of a 
baseball player and played in the semi-pro league. He advised the 
applicant hada scholarship to Edinborough University before the 
war broke, but ‘that he gave it up because he couldn't safely get to 
Burope. He said that as a result of this disappointment, he took 
his work for a Doctor's Degree in Mathematics at the University of 
Michigan. He stated the applicant is a good mathematician and that 
he personally Likes himvery much. He advised he is not inclined to 
show off and is very loyal ‘to the University and has never acted in 
any way that might indicate ‘that he was ‘the least bit unpatriotic 
but rather believed him to be'very patriotic. He stated that the 
Bpplicant meets people well, although he is a bit retiring in a 
‘crowd but that he puts up a good appearance and carries his share 
of the conversation when there are a fewer number of people. He 
advised that the applicant is fine and upstanding and he would trust 


him thoroughly and ‘believed:him to be able to accomplish what- 
ever he sets out to do. He stated ‘the applicant had many handi- 
caps to overcome in obtaining the PHD degree in Mathematics but ° 
that he went ahead and received this degree in a surprisingly 
short time. He advised that he'doesn't believe the applicant 
would enjoy making ‘speeches but that he does not believed him to 
be backward about meeting people. He said that while in college 
the applicant was in his Mathematics Class and that it took hin 
a while before he found out how good ‘the applicant :really was. 
He stated that’ the applicant has a great deal on the ball but 
fossa’ push himself forward. He recommended ‘the applicant very 
ehly. 


; W. H. THOMAS, New York Life Insurance Company, Zoom 
908-10 First National Bank Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, stated 
that the applicant appeared to be a mighty nice fellow and that 
he has known him for a period of approximately 10 years. He 
stated that the applicant has a good personality and meets people 
‘well and 4s aggressive in ‘that he strove and saved money in order 
to take his Doctor's Degree in Mathematics at the University of 
Michigan, He advised he has observed that the applicant always 
keeps ‘busy, is honest, trustworthy, reliable and so far as his 
dealings with applicant, they have always been very satisfactory. 
He said that the applicant has a $2500. Time and Income policy 
with the New York Life Insurance Company and that he has been pay- 
ing premiums of $21.83 quarterly very promptly. He stated the ap- 
Pplicant has no un-American tendencies and that so far as his morals 
‘and character and patriotism is concerned he has never ‘heard any- 
thing derogatory. He stated he is cooperative and easy to get 
along with, is a good mixer and drinks on occasions only. Mr. 
THOMAS stated that he and the applicant belong/to the "Exchange 
Club" together but when the applicant went away to attend the 
University of Michigan he dropped his membership and since that 
time the members of this club have been after him to come back 
as a member inasmuch as they liked him very much. He advised 
‘that ‘the "Exchange Club" ds more or less a civic club, similar 
to the Rotay Club, He stated that the applicant has a good level 
head, is discreet and he believed would make a good agent. He 
also said that applicant's wife has a good reputation. 


HARRY B. MITCHELL, 8 Hillcrest, Tuscaloosa, former 
Accounting Instructor at the University of Alabama and presently 


employed with the Gulf States Paper Mill, ‘Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
stated that he has known the applicant for seven or eight years 
and that he knows ‘him ‘to be intelligent, honest and ambitious. 
He said the applicant has a good character and reputation, is 
‘tight-lipped and believed would make the F.B.I. a good man, He 
advised the applicant has no un-American tendencies and is a 
hardworking man which has been proven by the short period of 
time that it took him to get his Doctor's Degree in Mathematics 
vat the University of Michigan, Mr. MITCHELL stated he believed 
the applicant would do well as an F.B.I. agent. 


AT MONTGOMERY, ALABAMA: 


The following investigation was conducted by Special 
Agent EDWIN D, KUYKENDALL: 


MR. ROLAND MUSHAT, Executive Secretary to Governor, 
advised he knew applicant at the University of Alabama, appli- 
cant being an instructor there for some length of time, which 
‘was during the time he, (MUSHAT) was Field Secretary, Alumnae 
Association, at the University; that he has known applicant since 
1935, and believes him to have good character, reputation, habits, 
good personality with good ability to contact individuals, no =| 
radical tendencies. He said applicant is entirely reliable and 
trustworthy and that he would recomend applicant as high as ‘he 
‘could any person, believing him to be an excellent prospective en- 
ployee for the Bureau. 


Mr. I. J, BROWDER, Director, Personnel Department, 
State of Alabama, advised that he and applicant were members of 
the same fraternity, Theta Xi, at the University of Alabama, and 
that he has known applicant for about 5 or 6 years, He said that 
he hag considered applicant as one of the three outstanding men 
of that fraternity during the past several years. He said ap- 
plicant has been an instructor in ‘the Mathematic Department at the 
University for several years, and is far above the average young 
man -in industry, and other qualities; that he recommends applicant 
as having a good reputation and character, possessing good habits, 
personality, no radical tendencies, has interest in many outside 
activities such as baseball and other sports. He stated he knew 
nothing against applicant that would make him undesirable as a 
government employee,

he rented a room from the applicant and his wife. He advised he 
knows the applicant's wife and the parents of both the applicant 
and his wife. He advised that they are good substantial people, 
He stated that the applicant's wife is a lovely lady who is very 
much interested in her husband's work and has a fine character 
and reputation. He advised that the applicant is "Just as good 
ag you can get" and he recommended him highly. He advised the 
applicant has no un-American ‘tendencies and that he is honest, 
reliable, trustworthy and ambitious. He stated he believed ap- 
plicant to be especially intelligent and level headed and believed 
he would make the F.B.I. an especially fine employee. 


AT TUSCALOOSA, ALABAMA: 


‘DR. W. P. OTT, Head of the liathematics Department, 
University of Alabama, ‘Tuscaloosa, was inaccessible until school 
reconvenes again the first part of January, 192. Dr. OTT will be 
contacted if the Bureau so desires, 


NEIGHBORHOOD 
AT DECATUR, ALABAMA: 


VIOLAT STONE, said she knew the wife of the applicant 
but she did not know the applicant very well; that ‘the wife of the 
applicant was a fine woman and liked by everyone. She said the ap~ 
plicant comes from a good American family and have a fine reputa~ 
tion in the neighborhood. She advised the Mrs. ARNOLD GRAMMER and 
her husband are considered very reputable persons. 


MARION STONE, advised that the applicant comes froma 
very fine family; that he is personally acquainted with ‘the appli- 
cant and would recommend ‘him without reservation ‘because he knows 
that he ‘is an honest, conscientious young man, He said ‘the father 
of the applicant has worked for the L. & N. Railroad for many years 
and that he is considered one of the finest persons in the community; 
that Mrs. ARNOLD GRAMWER enjoys an excellent reputation in Decatur. 


J.D. CAMPBELL, stated ‘that the applicant comes from a 
very fine family; that he has known the family for many years and 
doesn't know a better one.

retiring lady". She stated they are both uneducated but very 
desiruous to see their children get ahead. Mrs. JONES advised 
that she knows the applicant's wife personally inasmuch as they 
both taught in Tuscaloosa County High School together a number 
of years ago. She advised that the applicant's wife's ‘name ‘be- 
fore she married was BESSIE TATE and that she seems to come from 
a cultured family; that she is quite popular, very intelligent; 
thas a good reputation and is well liked by her students. She ad- 
vised that the applicant's wife stopped teaching of her om ac- 
cord; ‘that the applicant's wife has encouréged him to continue 
with his work for a-number of years to enable the applicant to 
complete his schooling.

1930 through 1931, receiving his Bachelor's Degree in Education 
‘May 12, 1931 and in September of that year -was admitted ‘to the 
graduate school and attended from 1931 ‘through 1933 and received 
a Master's Degree of Arts May 23, 1933. He was enrolled at the 
University from 193) through 1935 taking odd courses in prepara- 
tion for his Doctor's Degree in Mathematics. 


Applicant ‘ranged in the upper 20-percent in his grades 
of undergraduate school and in the upper 10 percent in his grades 
in graduate school. While at the University he took two years of 
Xpanish, receiving 2 Als and 2 Bis, Applicant majored in Math and 
took graduate work in math, receiving A marks in the graduate school 
and B marks in the undergraduate school. He minored in Social Science. 
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NEIGHBORHOOD: AT TUSCALOOSA, ALABAMA: 


Mr. JAMES THOMPSON, student Assistant to the Treas- 
urer of ‘the University of Alabama ‘stated that applicant's fees 
were all in order and had been paid satisfactorily. 


H. H. MITCHELL, Assistant to the Dean of Man, Uni- 
‘versity of Alabama, stated that the applicant's attendance record 
while in school had been very satisfactory. 


At is to be noted that Dr. A. B. MOORE, Dean of the 
Graduate School, University of Alabama, was interviewed by ‘the 
writer and the results of said interview is set out under Refer- 
ences above. 


Mrs. C, H. WOLF, of 518 11th Street, Tuscaloosa, stat- 
ed that she had been living across the street from the applicant 
for a period of four or five years and ‘that the applicant and his 
wife had always had good reputations and she had never heard any- 
thing derogatory said about ‘them. She stated they were ‘good 
neighbors, as good as anybody would want inasmuch as ‘they were 
quiet, did not have any wild parties and didn't drink at all that 
she knew of. ‘She believed them to be very patriotic and stated 
‘that they are just as friendly as they can be. She advised that they

‘has lived next door to the applicant for seven or eight years. She 
advised that they gre just as nice neighbors as she could hope to 
have; that they certainly attended to their own business and never 
‘interfered with others. She advised that they are very friendly, | 
very good reputations and are patriotic so far as she knows, She 
stated that they both seem to be working very hard to get ahead 
‘and she has never heard anything derogatory mentioned about them, 
Sometimes the applicant and his wife have small social gatherings 
at their home ‘but they never have wild parties. She states "They 


are the most peaceable two people you could find, are happily 
married and never raise their voices at each other", 


Mrs. H. EDWARDS, 608 11th Street, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
advised that she does not know the applicant and his wife very well 
but that so far as she knows they seem to be nice people who enjoy 
a good reputation. She advised that she has never heard anything 
derogatory or unpatriotic mentioned about them; that they are quiet, 
very friendly and have a ‘lot of friends and act just like good 
neighbors should act. She stated that they are curteous and seem 
to be happily married. 


Mr,. OSCAR COOPER, 513 llth Street, advises that he 
thas been living in that neighborhood for three years but that as 
yet he has never had the opportunity of meeting the applicant, He 
stated he has never heard anything detrimental or derogatory men- 
‘tioned concerning him and that ‘they seem to live a very quiet, 
‘pleasant life. 


EMPLOYMENT: AT BIRMINGHAM, ALABAMA: Mr. J. R. SHANNON, Chief 
Clerk, Roadway Department, L & N Railroad, Birmingham, Alabana, 
was contacted and checked his records and stated telephonically 
that he had no record of the applicant's having worked for said 
railroad in 1925 inasmuch as the applicant worked such a short time 
and would therefore not be on the priority list. He advised that 
the L. & N. Railroad had no record of any of their employees who 
worked for such a short time that many years ago, 


AT BELLAMNY, ALABAMA: 


Mr, W. G, HAYNIK, General Manager, Allison Lumber Co., 
was telephonically contacted by the writer and stated that the ap- 
plicant was employed by said lumber company during the sumer of 
1926 in the hardwood yard ata salary of $2. per day and that dur- 
ing the summer of 1927 as an oiler in the planing mill at $2.50 
per day. Mr. HAYNIE advised ‘that the change in salary was a re- 
sult of a change in the wage scale. He stated that the applicant's 
employment was satisfactory and that some of ‘the laborers remenbered 
him as a pretty fine fellow inasmuch as he used to play baseball with 
them, 


AT BIRMCNGHAM, ALABAMA: 


ur. J. CG. INGLIS, “anager, S. H. Kress Company, Birming- 
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ham, Alabama, advised that they had no record of the applicant 
having worked for them as a stockroom clerk from August through 
October, 1927. He advised that at that time Mr. REDFORD, who 
now owns a store in Chattanooga, Tennessee was Manager. He also 
stated that the New York office of S. H. Kress would have a re- 
cord of ‘the applicant only in the event that he had been em- 
ployed by them as a "learner", 


Teletype leads have been sent to Knoxville and New 
York Divisions advising them of these circumstances and request- 
ing that they conduct appropriate investigation. 


AT CLANTON, ALABAMA: 


The following investigation was conducted by Special 
Agent EDWIN D. KUYKENDALL. 


Mrs. JEWEL M. SMITH, Secretary to the Chilton County 
Superintendent of Education, stated that Mr, RASCOE MADDOX, Super- 
intendent, has been in that office only a short time, and that 
the superintendent at the time applicant taught was Mr. BUFORD 
‘LAWRENCE, who now lives and works in the vicinity of Childersburg, 
Ala, Mrs. SMITH said she remembered applicant, and produced re- 
cords showing that he taught school in the Mars Hill School, a 
two teacher school that has now been consolidated with other 
schools, during 1927 and 1928, receiving $80. per month for 5 
nonths work; that he taught during 1928 and 1929 at the Mineral 
Springs School, that county, a slightly larger school as principal, 
receiving $100, per month for 7 months, which ‘was the length of the 
school year. Mrs. SMITH stated that records show nothing against 
applicant and that so far as she remembers, he did his work well; 
‘that she knew nothing to keep her from recommending applicant, 
though ‘she did not know him well enough to make direct statements 
as to his personal traits. She said she would probably know ap- 
plicant as well as anyone in Clanton, as he resided in the county 
where he taught. She said that if there had been anything unde- 
sirable about applicant she would have known its that she is cer- 
tain applicant was not fired from his job and that no administra- 
tive action has ever been taken against him", 


AT CHATOM, ALABAMA: 


The following investigation was conducted by Special 


Agent MU. W. HOUGHTON. 


Mrs. ROBERT REED, Secretary to Mr. T. B. PEARSON, 
Superintendent of the Washington County Board of Education 
checked its records which disclosed that applicant was employed 
as a teacher of Mathematics and Athletic Coach, Fruitdale High 
School, Fruitdale, Alabama from September, 1929 to May, 1930 
and that he received $120 per month salary. Mrs. REED had not 
personally known applicant and could give no information con- 
cerning him, 


Mr. T. 'B. PEARSON, Superintendent of the Washington 
County Board of Education advised that he merely recalled the 
name of the applicant as having been a teacher at Fruitdale 
High School, Fruitdale, Alabama in Mathematics and also as ath- 
letic coach about 1929-1930 and that he believed the applicant's 
wife during that period was also a teacher at said High School. 
He did not know applicant personally and did not recall him very 
well; he stated he would not recognize applicant if he were to 
see him, and could furnish no information whatever concerning ap- 
‘plicant's background, character, etc. He said that it was his 
opinion that applicant was not from Washington County and that he 
has not heard of him since 1930. Mr. PEARSON stated that he was 
not himself connected with said Board in 1929 or 1930 but :recalled 
‘applicant as having been a teacher at that time. He stated that 
during the latter part of 1929-1930 CHARLES C. SMITH, who resides 
at Chatom, Alabama, was Superintendent of the County Board of Edu- 
cation and employed applicant and could give information regarding 
him, 


CHARLES C. SMITH advised that he was Superintendent of 
instant Board of Education from 1917 to 1932, but that he did not 
recall applicant or his wife to any extent. 


AT TUSCALOOSA, ALABAMA: 


Mr, LEE BIDGOOD, Dean of the School of Commerce and Busi- 
ness Administration, University of Alabama, states that applicant 
obtained his Ph.D. degree in Mathematics at the University of Michi- 
gan in February, 1911 and ‘that the applicant is considered an un- 
usually brilliant mathematician. The Dean states that the appli- 
cant spent 2 or 3 summers and one year residence at the “niversity 
of Michigan in order to obtain said Ph D., and he feels that this 
is a relatively short time in which to acquire such a degree. He 
states that the applicant is handsome, well groomed, but speaks 
very softly. Dean BINGOOD feels that the applicant is a little 
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CREDIT: 


timid and lacking in initiative, and it is for this reason 
the Dean does not believe he would make a good executive. Dean 


‘BIDGOOD states that the applicant is loyal and reliable, is an 


exceptionally good instructor and is well liked by the students. 

He states applicant married a very nice girl and that in the best 
sense of the word they are "nice people”. He states that the ap- 
plicant has a good record, is patriotic, and that he knows of noth- 
ing derogatory except that about a year or two ago when applicant 
was planning to build a house he had applied to the Federal Housing 
Administration for a loan and that in his application for said Loan 
he stated that he was an-Asst. Professor receiving $2,000 per year, 
whereas in reality he is only an instructor, receiving $1800, per | 
year. The explanation given by the applicant when questioned by 
BIDGOOD about this was that he had a job lined up with an insurance 
company for the following year and planned ‘to supplement his income 
dan this manner, and as to the representation of being an Asst. Pro- 
fessor he stated that he expected the promotion in the near future. 


Dean BIDGOOD states that Mrs, "HEAD, of the Commercial 
Department in Montgomery had spoken to Rilm Several times in regard 
to obtaining the applicant as an employee in the Actuarial Department 
at Montgomery. Dean BIDGOOD stated that the applicant has proved his 
ability in Mathematics and has ‘had several articles printed in the 
American Mathematical Journal published by the American Mathematical 
Society. 


It is to be noted that the applicant has been employed by 
D. R. HULSART, Hulsart Veneering Company, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, who 
has been interviewed and set out in detail under References above. 


AT CHATOM, ALABAMA: 


Sheriff L. L. ARMSTRONG of Washington County, Alabama ad- 
vised Special Agent M. W. HOUGHTON that there was no credit associa- 
‘tion or any place which credit references are kept in Chatom or 
Fruitdale, Alabama, 


AT TUSCALOOSA, ALABAMA: 
ELEANOR GREGORY, Reporter, Tuscaloosa Credit Association, 
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1012 First National Bank Building, advised the writer that they 
had a credit record concerning the applicant since 1929 and that. 
he was presently employed as an instructor ‘in the School of Com= 
merce at the University of Alabama, She advised that the appli- 
cant was married to BESSIE TATE SCOTT, who was a dependent and 
‘that ‘they had no children. She stated that the applicant's credit 
rating was satisfactory; 30 and 60 days and on occasions, 90 days 
for payment, She advised that the applicant's income was estimat— 
ed at approximately $2,000 and that in 1935 ‘he had a few slow rat- 
dings but since that time his credit record ‘has ‘been very satis- 
factory. 


It Ls to be noted that Mr. A. P, LEE, omer of the Home 
rented by the applicant was interviewed and interview set forth 
under References above, 


It is to be noted that I. Z. WINSTON or Black, Freidman 
and Winston, was interviewed and said interview set out under 
References above. 


Mr. C. N. MAXWELL, Jr., Vice President, First National 
Bank, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, advised that on August 23, 1930 the 
applicant originally owed said bank $300 and this amount was re- 
duced to 9260.06 in 1933. Mr. MAXWELL advised that on May ll, 
193, the amount owing was increased to $90. He stated that the 
applicant since that time has ‘been making payments and increasing 
the amount of the loan until the present time when the amount owing 
‘by the applicant is $75, Mr. MAXWELL advised that the applicant 
has always handled this account in a satisfactory manner and 
states it is secured by his mother's Savings Account. He stated 
further that the applicant has been paying on this amount at ap- 
‘proximately $5.00 every thirty days. He advised that the debt is 
now past due but that it will be due December 31, 19)/1 and he feéls 
that at that time it will be extentied and handled ina satisfactory 
‘manner as it has been in the past. 


Mr. H. C. SNYDER, “anager, Sokol Brothers Furniture Company 
advised that the applicant owes said store approximately $120, terms 
of which are $10. per month, He stated that the applicant has been 
‘paying on this account as per agreement and has always handled his 
obligations in a satisfactory manner, 


Mr. F, J. GENTRY, “anager, Campus Service Station, Tusca- 
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oosa, Alabama, advised that in ‘the past the applicant has always 
been a little behind on his bill but Mr. GENTRY believes this was 
due to ‘the fact at that time the applicant was still going to 
school, He said he has never classed ‘this as a bad account and 
that today it is all paid except for $6.00 which is owing for the 
current month of December, He stated that he was always willing 
to give the applicant credit because he knew that the applicant 
would always ‘take care of his obligations in a satisfactory manner. 
He advised that once when the applicant was broke and wired him for 
a courtesy card to get back home on, he sent it immediately and 
did not give it a second thought. 


It 4s to be noted that JAMES THOMPSON, Student Assistant 
to the Treasurer, University of Alabama, was contacted concerning 
payment of applicant's school fees and the results of said con- 
tact set out under dducation above. 


AT BIRMINGHAM, ALABAMA: ‘ 


J.C, BOEHL, Assistant Treasurer and Manager, Commercial ° 
Credit Corporation, 217 Alabama Power Building, stated that the 
applicant had purchased a Westinghouse Range on August 13, 1910 
from the Pickens Auto Company, Inc., at Carrollton, Alabama. The 
original contract was for $125.Lh, to be met by 28 monthly payments 
of $4.48 per month. The 15 payments that have been made so far 
have been very prompt. The balance due is $58.20. “BOEHL stated 
that the applicant is a good risk and that his credit rating is 
very good. 


CRIMINAL RECORD AT CHATOM, ALABAMA: 


This investigation was conducted by Special Agent M. W. 
HOUGHTON. 


Le Le ARMSTRONG, Sheriff of Washington County, advised 
that he had never heard of applicant and that if he ever heard 
of any criminal record or 4f the applicant was in any serious 
‘trouble at ether Chatom or Fruitdale, which is also in Washington 
County during the past 12 :years, that he would know about it. 


AT DECATUR, ALABAVA: 


The following investigation was conducted by Special Agent 
R. 0. SPROW. 


J. WEATHERLY, Decatur Police Department, advised that there 
was no criminal record on the applicant or his familly; that he was

not personally acquainted with the applicant, but that the 
reputation of his family was good. 


B. R. :MADDOX, Decatur Police Department stated that 
the applicant came from a fine family; that he lived near them 
at one time. He said that the applicant was a fine young man 
and makes an excellent appearance. He stated that Mrs, ARNOLD 
GRAMMER, sister of applicant, was a personal friend of hiss that 
she and ‘her husband have always enjoyed an excellent reputation and 
are certainly loyal Americans.

Officer T. R. MAYES, Tuscaloosa Police Department, Tusca- 
loosa, advised that on “ebruary 25, 1932 the applicant was arrest- 
ed for via the speed limit and fined $1.00 and cost which amount- 
ed to $5. 


UISCELLANEOUS AT TUSCALOOSA, ALABAMA: 


‘Mrs. ANNIE H. TOWNSEND, Chief Clerk, Selective Service 
Board No. 1, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, advised that the applicant was 
classified in 3-A on January 17, 191, Order No. 708, Serial No. 
3293. Mrs. TOWNSEND stated that everybody who was married, which 
‘includes, the applicant, was automatically given a 3-A classifica- 
‘tion. She advised that the applicant was married to Basslz TATE 
on November 27, 1927. Mrs. TOWNSEND advised that even if the ap- 
plicant were re-classified she did not believe that he would be 
given a 1-A classification because he was married prior to regis- 
tration day and also due to the fact that his wife was not employ- 
ed and is dependent on him. Mrs. TOWNSEND also advised that ‘she 
had been on the Tuscaloosa County School Board for over 20 years 
and advised that the applicant's wife taught in the Tuscaloosa 
County High School from 1937 through 1939 and from 1939 to 19h0 
taught in Tuscaloosa City Jr, High School.

JAMES "H. NEWMAN, Dean of Men, University of Alabama stat- 
ed that he has known the applicant since he started to school at 
the University and that he knows him to be a thorough student, 
well liked, careful, and Just a fine:young man. He advised that 
he does not feel that the applicant is too aggressive and believes 
that he is rather a bit timid. He stated, horever, that the ap- 
‘plicant is unusually able in his field anithat ‘he has never heard 
anything about the applicant which might be construed to be unpat- 
riotic. He advised that he is honest and trustworthy and ‘very well 
liked by the students. He stated that he knows applicants wife very 
slightly and he is unable to make any statements concerning her. 
Dean NEWMAN stated he believed the applicant would do all right as 
a Special Agens with ‘the F.B.1. 


JAMES E. FOY, Assistant to the Dean of Men, University 
of Alabama, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, advised that he does not believe 
the applicant is too aggressive but believes rather than he is 
mediocre in ‘that respect and he feels that so far as personality 
4s concerned it is neither negative nor positive. He advised that 
the applicant is a good Mathematicisn and is highly regarded in 
that field by the faculty. He stated that the applicant's brother,

far as he knows but he does not believe that he is too dependable 
and the feels ‘that he is more or less lazy. 


Miss TERESA PRADAT, Assistant to the Registrar, Mniversity, 
advised that MORGAN SCOTT, applicant's brother entered ‘the Univer- 
sity of Alabama September, 1940 and has been studying sciences and 
fine arts. Miss PRADAT stated that MORGAN SCOTT is studying pre- 
ned, is in ‘the first semester of his second year and has received 
90 quality points for 48 semester hours, which gives him ap- 
proximately a B Average, which, according to the University grading 
‘system, is considered good, 


JAMES THOMPSON, Student Assistant to the Treasurer, Uni- 
versity of Alabama, advised ‘that MORGAN EUGENE SCOTT, applicant's © 


brother, has been. paying his fees satisfactorily and. that he 
works for the University under an. N.Y. A. scholarship, ag well : 
as Pug's Restaurant where he works for his meals. % 


H. , WITCHELL, Assistant to. the Dean of Men, University: 
of Alabama, advised that: MORGAN SCOTT attendance records at the 
University has been very satisfactory. He stated that he seems to 

bea mighty fine. boy and that. he works im his office as an N.Y.A. 
helper. He advised that he is aggressive but that at first his 
work. was pretty sorry, but that now it is entirely satisfactory. 
He stated that. he believes MORGAN SCOTT is doing remarkably: well. 
in holding two jobs and maintaining his: studies. He advises that 

MORGAN. has confidence in himself and is. well liked. Mr. MITCHELL 
advised that MORGAN SCOTT has shown a great deal. of improvement. in. 
the last. year and stated that he has never. heard anything deroga- 
tory mentioned about him. He stated that he knows MORGAN SCOTT 

to be a patriotic and loyal. American who is very much interested 
in military life and affairs and believes that: so far as hts habits 
are concerned they are probably very good. 


Mr. EDWARD HAYS, Manager of Pug's Restaurant, 1001 Uni- 
versity Avenue, advised that MORGAN SCOTT, applicant's brother, 
has. worked. for him since last. sumer.
